Q. B. ANNUAL MEETING. 

Yea, we went to annual meet- 
ing, and I am juet wondering if 
the readers of the Evahoelist will 
feel bored, if I tell them what I 
saw and heard there. If the 
German Baptists desired to make 
their annual meeting a failure, 
they could not have selected a 
better locality to accomplish it. 
It was in such an out-of-the-way 
place. Those coming by any 
other road than the I. B. & W.

This part ot tbe trip occupied 
an hour and a half. When we 
arrived on the grounds the first 
thing we noticed was the absence 
ot shady places — not even a 
Bhade tree on the ground that 
we saw.

To strengthen 
his argument, he said there waa 
not an elder present who would 
think of keeping house accord- 
ing to the decisions of sixty years 
ago.
